Heavens Opened up and Rain Poured 


Down so Fast That Water 


Slipped up Suddenly. 


DEATH TOLL WAS ONE LIFE 


Still Some Evidence of Memorable 


Event in Rush County Though 


Most is Wiped Out. 


It was a year ago tonight. 


The heavens opened up and the 
waters poured out. 
And for hours 
unnumbered it 
continued 
to 
rain. 
When the populace had it definitely 
fixed in its mind 
that 
the 
second 
flood had come, it still continued to 
rain. 
One by one old 
land 
marks 
were, inundated. And it was all such 
a surprise; so startling. 


People were aroused that memor­ 
able March morning to 
find 
their 
homes surrounded by water. They 
went to bed the night 
before, the 
water pattering on the roof, but they 
felt secure against what really hap­ 
pened. 
in fact, what really trans­ 
pired betwen 
midnight 
and 
three 
o’clock the morning of March 25, 
1013 seemed beyond the pale of pos­ 
sibility. 


Water slipped up into Main street, 
an unheard of thing, while most mer­ 
chants were home in bed. 
it rushed 
through Main street between Second 
and Third with such rapidity that it 
was even dangerous to drive horses 
through. 


A perusal of the files of the only 
paper published during the flood— 
The 
Jacksonian-Republican—shows 
that the toll of human life in Rush­ 
ville was 
one. 
James 
Hubbard, a 
negro horse trainer, was drowned in 
the hitchrack yard. 


The Republican was put 
out of 
commission when water 
flooded the 
cellar and covered all of the machin­ 
ery. including the printing press. The 
Republican was not printed again un­ 
til April 1. 
Hubbard attempted to drive in 
a 
buggy to Wade Sherman’s 
carriage 
shop across from the hitchrack with 
Mr. 
Sherman. 
They had 
hardly 
passed the jail before the swift cur­ 
rent carried the buggy forward and 
the horse became unmanageable. Mr. 
Sherman swam to safety and Hub­ 
bard remained with the rig. 
When he saw that it was useless to 
try to save the horse, Hubbard «lived 
from tlie buggy and struck out swim­ 
ming. He made for the horse to try to 
cut it loose, but he floundered around 
and went down. Twice he came to the 
surface, each time to sink again. A 
large crowd of people stood on the 
“ bank’’ helpless to as s is t him. They 
feared the same plight. 
Joshua Brown became a hero when 
he swam out an hour after Hubbard 
had drowned and cut the horse loose. 
It managed to escape. For an hour 
it stood with its nose barely above 
water. Hubbard’s body was recover­ 
ed that afternoon. 
Interest in southern Rush county 
centered on the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Ira Huntington near Moscow, which 
was marooned. This aged 
couple 
sought refuge on the roof of their 
little home and several times they 
were reported dead. The current was 
so strong about the house that no 
man could propel a boat or swim near 


it. 
No less than nine different Milroy 
men were stranded out in that big body 
of water near the Huntington home 
Tuesday and Tuesday night on piles 
"bf debris and in trees after having 
made unsuccessful attempts to reach 


the old pair.

A special committee of five men 
appointed at a meeting last Wed­ 
nesday 
night to 
investigate the 
needs and the 
duties 
of a local 
council in connection with the Boy 
Scout movement here will report to 
a public meeting in the court house 
assembly room tomorrow night at 
seven-thirty o’clock. 
Its report was 
completed at a meeting of the com­ 
mittee last night. 


The finding of the committee will 
be that there is ample opportunity 
and need for a local council here 
to act in an advisory way and to 
lend the encouragement of the men 
of the community to the endeavors 
of the boys and shows them that 
some interest is being taken in their 
work. 


The committee will further recom­ 
mend the names of fifteen men to 
serve a s the 
local 
council. 
The 
committee was not instructed, but 
it was thought this method would 
save time and 
would 
be the best 
means of preparing a list of nom­ 
inations for the meeting tomorrow 
night when the report will be sub- 
mi tte<l for approval. 


The committee will obtain the con­ 
sent of each one of the fifteen pro­ 
posed m e m b e rs of the’council before 
their names are nominated for the 
place. By this m e a n s it will be cer­ 
tain that each member will serve and 
there will be no 
resignations 
and 
vacancies to fill. 


It is urged that men who are ask­ 
ed to serve as members of the coun­ 
cil consider well the proposition if 
they have any disposition to refuse 
to accept the place. 


The committee will report tomor­ 
row night on the duties of the coun­ 
cil, that they 
will not require a 
great deal of time, but that the men 
who consent to 
become members 
should have the interest of the Boy 
Scout movement at heart. 
At the same meeting the commit­ 
tee will present a «Iraft of the pro­ 
posed constitution and by-laws for 
adoption. 
A tentative draft is fur­ 
nished by the Boy Scout headquar­ 
ters. The constitution, if adopted as 
suggested, will provide for an an­ 
nual meeting and election in the fall 
of the year. In that event the coun­ 
cil selected tomorrow night will serve 
until that time. 
Representative business and pro­ 
fessional men have been asked to 
express opinions concerning the Boy 
Scout movement and the need of a 
local council. 
Not a dissenting note 
to the project is voiced. A few sen­ 
timents are given today. 
Samuel L. Trabue: 
“ I favor the 
Boy Scout movement very much and 
would like to see it succeed in R u s h ­ 
ville. The formation of a local coun­ 
cil would best show the interest <^f 
the men in the boys,” 
Bert Mullin: 
“ The 
Boy 
Scout 
movement is all right and now is the 
time to 
start 
work. 
1 believe 
it 
should be independent of any church 
and I favor a plan of this kind. The 
headquarters for the Boy Scouts 
could be in 
the new 
gymnasium 
which 
will be in the new 
school 
building.” 
George €. W vatt: “ The Boy Scout 
movement is right in principal and I 
believe it is a good thing for the 
boys.

which 
the «¡Udeons place in hotels is raised 
by an offering. 
The Gideons pay all 
their own expenses, traveling and 
hotel bills, but get the 
money 
for 
Bib les by popular subscription. 
The 
Bibles cost thirty cents each and are 
furnished to the association by the 
publishers at cost. The Gideons who 
have asked for a meeting here prom­ 
ise to raise enough money to put a 
Bible in every room of the Rushville 
hotels. 


The ministers hope to attract more 
attention to the weekly prayer meet­ 
ing held Thursday night by the spec­ 
ial prayer meeting night.
